The new war revenue bill increases 


the tax on beer $1 per barrel. 
The 


manufacturers of beer, to meet this, 
have, raised the price 81 per barrel.- 
It is also likely that the brewers be- 
fore long will raise the price of beer 
again. Their claim is that under the 
provisions of the war revenue bill the 
price of many of the ingredients en- 
entering into the manufacture of 
beer .has increased to such an extent 
that it now costs from GOto 75 cents 
more per barrel to manufacturers 
than it did before war was declared 
and the revenue bill was passed. 


That the last increase has not been 


added is because, as the brewers 
claim, they have on hand a large 
amount of'brew which was manu- 
factured under the old dispensation,, 
when ingredients were cheaper and 
there was no war tax. As soon as this 
surplus stock is sold then .they say 
the price will once more be increased. 


When this additional increase comes 


warm lunches will disappear and the 
glasses will be smaller. 
Lunches will 


consist of crackers, parched horse 
corn and sardines. The "growler" 
trade will also be abolished.

to Pay War Tax. 


That's the Way It Looks to the 


Keen Observer—The Facts 


in the Casek 


It begins to look like tlie consum- 


ers, the drinkers of beer, and those 
who dispense it—in other words, the 
saloon-keepers, will have to pay the 
war tax. 


The'new war revenue bill increases 


the tax on beer $1 per barrel. 
The 


manufacturers of beer, to meet this, 
have raised the price Si per barrel. 
It is also likely that the brewers be- 
fore long will raise the price of beer 
again. Their claim is that under the 
provisions of the war revenue bill the 
price of many of the ingredients en- 
entering into the manufacture of 
beer has increased to such an extent 
that it now costs from GOto 75 cents 
more per barrel to manufacturers 
than it did before war was declared 
and the revenue bill was passed. 


That the last increase lias not been 


added is because, as the brewers 
claim, they have on hand a large 
amount of brew which was manu- 
factured under the old dispensation, 
when ingredients w,ere cheaper and 
there was no war tax; As soon as this 
surplus stock is sold then they say 
the price will once more be increased. 


When this additional increase comes 


warm lunches will disappear and the 
glasses will be smaller. Lunches will 
consist of crackers, parched horse 
corn and sardines. The ' 
trade will also be abolished. 'growler"

'In reply you are informed that 


ifue stamp duty attaches and must be 
paid upon the actual consideration or 
value of the realty conveyed at 
the 


rate prescribed under the head of 
'Conveyance,' on page 15 of the 
new 


law. 
If the consideration named in 


the deed is nominal the stamp duty 
must be paid and stamps affixed ac- 
cording to the actual consideration or 
value placed upon the property by the 
parties, if the transaction is a bona 
fide purchase and sale. If the convey- 
ance made is for a nominal sum, "in 
addition to 'love and 
affection,'or 


other considerations of whatsoever 
nature, stamp tax must be paid upon 
actual value, under ordinary condi- 
tions, of the property transferred the 
same to be determined by the grantor, 
whose willful evasion, concealment or 
.misstatement by prevarication or sub- 
terfuge will subject him to the penal- 
ties provided in Section 7 of the new 
law.

Port Said, Egypt, July l.—The Igna- 


cio de Loyala arrived here Thursday 
evening with 2,100 tons of coal. 


Acting upon instructions from Cairo 


the governor of Port Said has forbid- 
den any further transshipment of coal 
In Egyptian waters, and a communica- 
tion from the Egyptian sovernment 
has been handed to the Spanish consul 
general here desiring him to request 
Admiral Camara to withdraw his'fleet 
from Port Said as soon as possible. 


The Spanish consul 
general, who 


came here Wednesday night, received 
Thursday morning a number of dis- 
patches from the Duke de Almodovar, 
minister of foreign affairs, and imme- 
diately afterward held a long confer- 
ence with Admiral Camara on board 
the Pelayo. 


At 1:30 o'clock the Isle de Luzon ar- 


rived. She has a crew of 119 men, her 
armament consists of two heavy guns, 
and she carries 1,200 tons of coal and 
a large supply of provisions. 


The Pelayo and the Isle de Panay 


are nov/ coaling from the San Fran- 
cisco. 
More colliers are expected at
